DominionGovernment 


Favors White Labor 


Vancouver, Aug. 24—Asa prelude to 
protecting the electors of British Col- 
umbia on the Oriental. immigration 
question, the Dominion government will 
use its influence in behalf of securing 
the gmployment of white labor exclus- 
ively on all railway construction work 
inthe West. Tiisis indicated by the 
arrival in the city of Mr. E. Blake Rob- 
ertson, assistant superintendent of im- 
migration, Ottawa. 

Mr. Robertson will interview railway 
contractors and other large employers 
of labor in regard to their future 
requirements, with a view to continuing 
the policy of the government in favor of 
encouraging the emigration of white 
labor from the British Isles. 

“Several years ago the department 
undertook to secure from the United 


Kingdom and several European coun- 


tries a supply of farm laborers and 
domestic servants to meet the deficiency 


| existing throughout the dominion,” said 


Mr Robertson. ‘‘Our efforts were suc- 
cessful, and the work will be continued 
with special regard to the wants of the 
West. 

“Last January, on aecount of the large 
amount of railway construction work in 
progress, the department added railway 
laborers to the above classes, and by a 
judicicus policy of advertising over 10,- 
000 men the British 
Isles. ‘These people on arrival readily 
secured employment. My mission in

Chicago, Ang. 25,—There will be an 
important conference on Monday in New 
York to bring about a settlement of the 
telegrahers’ strike. The companies are 
expected to agree to arbitrate, notwith- 
standing their statements to the con- 
trary. National President Small will 
arrive in New York and will be followed 
by Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, andJohn 
Mitchell, President of the United Mine 
Workers of America.

in exceptional cases to secure a desirable 
class of ‘immigrants (a modification 
‘which weakéns the feature of his’ pro- 
gram). Hé proposes such refortn in’ the 
inethod of ' selecting senators’ as’ will, 
make the senate more truly representa- 
tive: but he does not go so far as favor- 
ing an elective senate nor does hejspecify 
the exact nature of the reform which he 
favors; He proposes the improvement 
of the national waterways, free rural 
mail delivery, tariff protection, imperial 
preferential trade, the restoration to the 
western provinces of their public lands, 
and maintenance of the principle of 
provincial rights, 

But the most important and radical of 
Mr. Borden’s proposals are 
Thorough reorganization of the civil ser- 
vice and placing the service under the 
control of an independent commission— 
that is, introducing (he British system 
\of appointment by competitive examin- 
| ation and doing away entirely with the 
system of appointment for party service; 
the operation and management of the 
government railway system by an inde- 
pendent commission; the establishment 
of national telephone and telegraph 
systems; the reorganization of the Do- 
minion railway commission as a public 
utilities commission having effective 
control over ail public service eorpora- 
tions and those operating franchises of a 
national character, 

Vast and far-reaching proposals these. 
In the Herald’s opinion the greatest of 
them all is the proposal of civil service 
reform. That ulone, if carried into 
effect, would do more than all other 
means combined to put a stop to elec- 
toral corruption, because it would ree 
move one of the chief incentives to par- 
tizan corruption, Civil service reform 
which would put that service out of 
partizan control is of itself a reform im- 
portant enough to constitute a whole 
party platform.
